ALGIERS (AP)—Moslem d em­ 
on strators and riot forces clashed 
across Algeria tod ay and at least 
12 persons were killed as Moslem 
workers staged a 24-hour general 
strike. 
The strikers were d emon strat­ 
in g loyalty to the regime of rebel 
Premier Ferhat Abbas and pro­ 
testin g 
Presid ent 
Charles 
d e 
Gaulle's threat to partition the 
North African territory. 
As the d emonstrations swelled , 
it appeared certain the d eath toll 
would rise to d im the prospect o f 
n egotiations between the rebels 
an d the French, which a Fren ch 
spokesman said had been ten ta­ 
tively sched uled to resume n ex t 
Mon d ay. 
Clash With Police 
Two thousand Moslems clashed 
with police at Telergma, in east­ 
ern Algeria, site of the biggest 
Fren ch air base in Algeria. At 
Milian a, in the central part of the 
coun try, some 300 young men, 
women and child ren, led by rebel 
guerrillas in uniform, rushed riot 
forces who opened fire on them. 
Five persons, includ ing a French 
policeman , were reported killed 
in the two clashes. 
One Moslem was reported killed 
at Castiglione, about 30 miles 
west of Algiers, when several hun­ 
d red armed with clubs and knives 
tried to charge riot police and 
troops. 
Shortly before noon the Algiers 
casbah, which had been ominously 
silen t throughout the morn in g, be­ 
gan to boil with unrest. The twist­ 
in g alleys rang with cries of “ Vive 
Ferhat Abbas” and the high- 
pitched “yu-yu-yu” cry of Moslem 
women urgin g their men on. 
Troops and police in Algiers 
charged a Moslem mob at the 
frin ges of the Bab-el-Oued worker 
d istrict where some 300 d emon­ 
strators massed , wavin g green 
and white rebel flags. Police used 
their clubs and the 
Moslems 
fought back with fists and stones. 
Major cities were all but para­ 
lyzed economically by the Moslem 
walkout.

in to effect. 
This do-it-y ou rself v ersion of agricu ltu re 
con trol h ad two fau lts: 
1. It v iolated th e prin ciple of gov ern men t 
in a repu blic, wh ich delegates certain pow­ 
ers to th e federal gov ern men t bu t does n ot 
prov ide for th eir re-delegation to econ omic 
min orities. Th e same error was made in 
th e early day s of th e New Deal, wh en eco­ 
n omic min orities u n der th e Nation al Re­ 
cov ery Act were giv en power similar to th at 
g.v en to econ omic min orities in 
Fascist 
Italy . 
2. Con gress came to regret its wron g­ 
h eadedn ess in passin g th e Nation al Recov ery 
Act arid its compan ion measu re, th e Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Adju stmen t Act. It is in n o mood 
to ex perimen t again with delegation s of 
legislativ e au th ority . Con gress gu ards its 
prerogativ e of makin g law th is h as been 


its h istoric position . Th e Ken n edy admin ­ 
istration ’s farm plan was an affron t to leg­ 
islativ e au th ority .
